Uhances of War Between Spain nod tho United
mLnes,.

The London Daily Telegraph, discussing the
chances of a war between the United States and
Spaln, which is “*on the eards,” says the mercan-
tile nnyy of Ameriea, which has butlately begun
to recover from theshoek of the civil war, would
again be driven from the seas; our cousins would
lose the earrying trade which they are now win-
ning back: the markets of the whole world would
ke affected by the disturbanee of commeree; and
Spain herself might utterly lose the chances of
political and financlal rehabilitation that seemed
to be afforded by the revolution of SBeptember.
The danger may look remote; bot grave events
have ere now gprung from diplomatic passages
at'arms far less menacing thau the present, It
urges the resumption of the evertures for the
purchase of Cubin, and says, in the interests of
all concerned, it would be matter for grave re-
gret if any extreme resolutions at Waoshington
put an end to them.

The London Daily News says o romor is afloat
that the proposal of the American Government
to 8pain for the purchase of Caba on the boeis
of dm jayment of 100,000,000 guaranteed by
the Uﬂlill.'ll States, has found a very poweriul
friend in the Spanish Administration, whose
name for the present the Newa thinks it de-
sirable not te mention. One cannot cloge one's

e to the Increaging probabilities that the per-
Eglacity of the rebellion, the prolonged and necu-
mulating expense of the measures nocessary to
confront it, and the persistency and unanimity
of a certain party In the United States in their
endeavors to securc the island at this juncture,
may possibly wear out the patience of Spain.

Serope Davis used to come to dinner,
and talkeld @ great deal to me about Byron after-
wards, when he resided in the conntry, and 1 never
remember 4 Wint at this unnatural and improbable
liadwon when all London wus at Byron's feet. [ have
heard from Lady A— I——., relative to —, and to
Mre, Leigh, that my recollection of her was per
feotly correct. She says Yshe was an amilable and
devoted wife and mother of seven childron. Her
hustand was very foud of her, and had a high

inlon of her. She must have been morried (n

WILL THERE BE WAR!

Genernl Slekles® Neote to the Spanish Mintstry

Spnin to *“Rise ns One Man' Ageinst Us

Iron<Clnds and Blood and Thonder-How

Sickles Talkies I,

The New York Herald’s Malrid correspondent
wriles on the Oth inst,:—

Without having scen the despiateh of General
SleKles, which was sent to the Ministry of State
on Saturday last, your correspondent has seen
another person connected with the Department
who has seen it, and without pretending to
know more than he does know, if his memory
and eyesight of it serve himm correctly, the fol-
lowing is o reliable version of the diplomatic
document which bas causod such o furore in
Madrid,

Gen, Bickles sent o note on Saturday afternoon
to the State Department here, stating *‘that his
Government had roquested him to communicate
10 the Spanish Government that the state of
public opinion in America was so strong in favor
Cuba that it would be extremely difticult to
withhold much longer the recognition of the
Uubans as belligerents. Furthermore, that if the
war in that island eontinned that for humanity's
gnke it would be Incumbent upon the United
States Government to take hnmediate steps
towards the recoguition of the belligerency of
the Cubans,  The reports from Caba from gpe-
cial agents wera of so serious a nature that duty
to humanity compelled the Government to take
this course,”

Here we have as cood an account of General
Bickles' despatch as If the General himself had
furnishied us with a copy of it, and ina more
compendious and comprehensible forim. The ex-
citement consequent upon its appearance has
not abated in the least. All classes are being
stirred, if not to action, to the encouragement
of cach other to make a more determined effort
to the reduction of the Cabans to obedience to
the mother country., Six thousand men will
leave in o few days for Cnba, and o further num-
ber of 15,000 is spoken of as probably bound for
the same destination.

La Politica, Serrano's organ, speaks in this
wige of SBickles’ note: - “Bul if General Grant is
working thus unconstitutionally, and has given
directly these instructions to General Sickles
with the intention of aunihilating the 8panish
flagr, entire Spain will rise as one man to protest,
with the energy of glorious times, ngninst these
intimations. No; we will hear nothing of eman-
cipation in such a way. No; nothing of ces-
sion, No; nothing of abandonment. Mean-
time, while we prepare fitting response to
this Yankee note, owr iron-clad flect must
Ingtantly prepare to sail for the waters of
Cuba, with 20,000 men on board, while all who
can bear arme on the peninsula will hold them-
selves in readiness to march to Cuba at a mo-
ment's notice. The sons of the Nustrious war-
riors who conquered the New World will show
the Yankee Government that they will not aban-
don Cuba except with lionor to thelr beloved
flag; that they will fight as becomes the Iberlan
ruce, it matters not againgt whom or agalnst
how many. Before this foree, before this grand
demonstration of rm\'cr, the rebellion will be
sruudll_\' extinguished, and the United States
shall see how Spain will treat officious and inzo-
lent interference.”

The Iberian organ of the Couneil of State thus
again:—*“General Grant, to=day President of the
United States, may take to memory the gentle-
manly procedure of Spain during the late civil
war in Ameriea, who alone of the nations in Fu-
rope knew how to preserve the most exquisite
neutrality, and in the same way we feel inelined
to believe that the American Government will
worthily correspond. What fovorable condi-
tions have the Cubans for this luterfercnce of
America? None. Thelr army—and we muast be
pardoned for calling it one—is neither discl-
plined nor numerons, nor was ever found ioa
condition to meet the Spanish army face to face
in the fleld., Whnt battles have the Cabans
gained? What cities have they taken? Under
what walls have their wrms triumphed? No-
body can answer,”

La Correspondencia, El Pueblo, El Certamen,
El Centiurlo del Pueblo, the Opinion Nacional,
ete,, are very bLellipotent, and do not content
themselves with doubting the existence of the
letters, as El Imparcial,but excite the masses to
meet, to assemble in all the plazas for a mutual
understunding upen the course Spain should
follow,

General Sickles understands diplomacy to be
always reticent and guarded, o answer gues-
tions of correspondents vaguoly, apparently un-
concerned or unaware that he had written any
very great and Important despatell, and the
members of the Legation preserve the same
commendable reserve, From the Legation no-
thing can be gleaned.

Minister Roberts has written a letter to his
Government, that he sees signs of danger in the
Cuban horizon; that, in fuet, Cuba is all but lost
if the Government of Spain will not Immedi-
ately despatel 10,000 more men to Caballero de
Rodns,

Queen Isabella, it I8 rumored, has offered to
cede Cuba to the United States if the Govern-
ment on ite part will undertake to rescind its
recognition of Berrano's Government and recog-
nize herself as the rightinl Queen of Bpain.,

The “World” Declares the Cabinet Avoused nt
Last—Sickles to be Recenlled,

The N. Y. World publishes the following spe-
clal from Washington, which looks a litile as if
the writer's prejudice had Influgnced him in his
statements 1o the disparagement of Sickles more
thun the real facts lu the case would warrant.
This despatch differs so materially from the
others sent ot the game time from Washington,
that one s led to doubt its authentieity:—

Wasniscrox, Bept. 20.—The President re-
turned here to-day, two days sooner then he at
first intended, in obedience to a special telegram
whilch wus forwarded to him by Becretary ;i:‘inh.
Soon after the President’s arrival he procecded
alone in his carriage to the State Department,
and remained in conference with Becretary Fish
most of the afternoon,

The result of that conference hus been most
lmportant to the relations of this Government
with 8paln, and with regard to the attitude of
the administration towards the revolution in the
Island of Cuba. In brief, the bungling diplo-
macy of Bickles ot Madrid has caused a full re-
jection by the S8panish Government of the offer
of medistion regarding the Cuban situation
made through himm by this administration,

This rejection hos been accepied this day in
all of 1ta usefulness and meaning by President
Grant and his Cabinet, nud Sickles has been lo-
formed by special eable telegram to that effect.

He hos been further directed to say to the
Bpanlsh !h',glum-. that this proposition for a
friendly mediation wos first suggested to the

Government of the United Btates by parties

desiring to secure the retiwrn of peace and com-
mercial prosperity in the msland of Caba; that
the President, anxious for the same end, agreed
to tender its fricudly offices to Spain In accord-
ance with the proposed plan of purchase and
cession; that this offer baving been declined,
this Government now withdeuws the (nestion of
a medintion In Canban matters, and leaves ita
relations with 8pain as heretofore.

This oflicial action ends tho whole matter, [t
1s quite likely to be followed by Bickles' recall:
for his mismanagementof this important diplo-
mati¢ migsion has disgroced himself and dis-
graced the new administration In its lrst diplo-
matie step,

The correspondence between the State Depart-
ment mnd Siekles has boan transmitted by eable
during the past weck—a fnet which has hastened
the cud of these negotiations.

In nddition to the above trostworthy informne-
tion, your correspondent has but 1o reiterate Lis
despateh of Baturday lnst: that the administra-
fion does not intend to recognize the belligeront
rights of Cuba, but to get rid of the whole -
tlon by turning it over to Congress. Thus it
avolds the constant pressure made here by the
represontatives of Caban insurgents for recoznl-
tion, and holds itself up in the meantime for o
righd enforcement of the neutrality laws.

This i= what the Herald's correspondent says

The despatches published in two of the Now
York papere to-day representing onr Goyern-
ment o8 being dissatistied with the action of
Minister Blekles in resard to Cubn secm to have
o foundation whatever in foct. 8o far ns kuown
the administration is satisfied with course pur-
sped by General Sickles, and therefore the state-
ment that his quasi belligerent altitude w 1
be repudiated Ly the President Is purely sensa-
tional.

The fuctis, that my despateh sent from here
Ingt Bundoy contained in & condensed forimn o
true statement of the status of the SBicklos-
Cuban negotintion, and nothing hns since trans-
pired that chianges materinlly the condition of
affnirs,  Inguiries to-night in the highest guor-
ters lustify me in making this announcemuont.
Minister Bickles was some time ago in-
structed to  offer the United Stites Gove-
ernment a8 o moediator between Spain and
Cuba, representations  having  been  made
to it Ly respectable parties who had wvisited
Spain and obtained interviews with prominent
personages that its friendly offices would meet
with Iavor, such offers not being uncommon in
our own history and that of other nations, Min-
ister Bickles approached the Spanish government
upon the subject, and hid the desired interview.
Contrary to European telegrams, there i2 no rea-
gon for supposing that the Spauish government
took offénse, or has zought to lnvolve other gov-
ernments in its action.

And the Tnes correspondent backs this siate-
ment with the following words:—

All that can be said is that these storles about
the indigoation of the administration at General
Nickles' course, his alleged recall, or the addi-
tional statement that he has exceeded his in-
structions, are wholly and absolutely fabrien-
tions out of whole cloth, and known to be such
in most cases by the persons who sent them,

Brielfly, go far ns the Government is informed,
there is nothing new in the Spanish situation.
There is pending o friendly ofter of mediation.
It has not been finally replied to by the Spanish
Government, and it may be 2ald that the pros-
peet of its success is apparenily less pro-
mising than it wnae General  Sickles
hus not been  censnred; he  had not ex-
ceeded lhis  instructions at last aceounts,
and 1 have good reason to belleve that the note
which seems to have caused g0 much frenzy in
Spain is simply a request upon the S8panish
Government for a direct answer upon the pend-
ing propositions.  General Sicklds is credited
here in official guarters with having thus far
acted with excellent judgment and =ound dis-
cerotion, and the fecling among the members of
the administration Is as quiet a8 n summer
morning.

HOUSE OF REFUGE.

Why Children are 8ent There—Its Or-
ganization and Di ine—Under
Lock and Key—House of
Correction Needed

A [ew sqnares east of the slopes of the Park is
located the House of Refage. Thiz ten-acre
troct I8 bounded by Poplar, Parvish, Twenty-
second, and Twenty-fourth strects, and although
g0 close to the jaunting-grounds of our citizens,
but few have been curlous enowgh to venture
ingldeof its grim stone walls, Thiz institution
performs o peculiar work In the community,
strikingly supplementary to the other publie
structures around it. To the south lies the
Northern Home for Friendless Children, to the
west the Foster Home, and to the north Girard
College. These are all homes for orphanless
children, and alm to provide for destitute Hitle
ones the shelter, comforts, and refining cnlture
that thelr notural guardians eannot furnish. To
the southeast rise the Norman turrets of the
Ecstern Penltentinry, within whose massive
walls imprisoned hundrede of convicts
under #entence for yarions erimes, The House
of Refuge hos someéthing of the nature of exch
of these classes, and 8 the connecting link be-
tween them. Its purpose is to reform vicious
children by removing them from bad assoclas
tions, nnd although it is truly a home, yet bolts
and bars are unpleazantly plentiful,

The inception of this institution was formed
almost fifty years ago by a benevolent Quaker
ventleman of this eity, whose long life hns been
milnly devoted to unostentations labors in onr
many charltable nssocintions. As an officlal visitor
of the old city prison in 1820, he saw with surprise
and sorrow that young offenders incarcerated
for childish follies or misdeeds, were living con-
stantly with hardened criminals, and becoming
contaminated with their vices. He resolved to
cffect o reformation of this evil, and establish a
sgparate bullding for children whose detention
was necessary tor the good of themselves and
the publie. Aftermany disconragements, the ald
of the State was obtained, and over forty years
ngo the House of Refuge was first opened. The
first Inmate was admifted on the 8th day of De-
cember, 1528, More than eleven thousand youn
persoms have since enjoyed its advantages. It
could not be reasonably expected that all of
them have Leen reclalimed, but it may be safely
asserted, that by judicious and parental training
a majority of them have been restored to so-
clety, prepared to sustain themselves by thelr
indusiry, and by their good conduct to enjoy the
respect and esteem of thelr fellow-citizens.

’Ilhu House of Refuge is not a prison, but a
home; not a place of punishment, but a school
for disobedient children, who are entering on n
downward course, caleulated, unless they be
arpested In it, to lead them to ruin. Itisa
gehool where thelr physical, moral, and intellec-
tual faculties are developed and Invigorated, and
where, by the constant care of their guardians,
they are elevated, not only in their own opinion,
but in that of their fellow-citizens. Here they
are prepared to act well their part in this life,
and, abtove all, are taught to fear God and Lo
keep His commandments,

In large eities such reformatory schools are in-
dispensable; for the temptations to which the

roung are constantly subjected are startling.
i)nlly exposure upon the streets of our city, from
morning until night, and frequently until iate at
night, of our youth, whether it be for business
or pleasure, {s one of the most prolific sonrces
of juvenile delinguency. Here the seeds of
vice are planted, and yield an abundant harvest
in the utterance of wicked onths, the commission
of petty thefts, the exhibition of lewd conduct,
and the deinking of intoxicating liquors. Such
are the fruits ol street education, and if the
wretched scholars are uot checked in their
eareer, we find them developing into daring
borglars, skilful pickpockets, habitua! dronk-
ards, public prostitutes—scourges and pests to
gocleiy. Buch as have taken “ﬂlcir first lessons
iln such a sehool become pupils for the House of

wiuge.

The disuiinlnn of this refarmatory school Is
well planned and consclentiously administered.
The classitication of waking hours makes a
happy allotinent to work, to study, and to play.
The children are up and dressed by 5 A, M., and
after family prayers spend two hours in the school-
rooms, Breakinst o} coffee and bread comes at
Tlg, snd then o half hour's play is allewed. At
S8 o'clock the Inmntes go off to their respective
workrooms and do their stated tagks, at which
we shall see them rrcseuﬂy. Dinner at noon
of meat, soup, and bread, is followed by other
tasks, and when these are finished the E.’il“dl‘ﬁll
may romp or rvead, as the mood takes them
until ten time at S5%. After their mush anc
molagses they spend two hours In study, attend
famlly worship, and then are off to bued at 8
o'clock.

The training of the pupils is pecullarly adapted
to fit them for honestly supporting tlhems-
selves after their release. Their education is
necessarily limited to toe plain English branches,
but specinl pains are taken to form habits of in-
dustry, Employments are provided suitable to
their vears and capacities. From seven to eight
hours a day are speat in the shops in brush-
making, boxmaking, shoemaking, blacksmithing,
and making furniture for umbrellas, scpﬂmﬁa
shops are provided 1o the white department for
boys and for girls, while the same distinetion is
observed in the colered department, This dis-
tinction of fouwr departments I8 observed
throughout the House. i

The larger portion of these unfortunates have
bean committed at the request of their parents
or friends, The form of commitment specifies
that the child is unmanageable (or a vagrant),
and beyond the control of the complainant, and
that its future welfare requires it to be placed
nnder the care and guardinuship of the managers.
Before the child can become an inmate, this coms=
mitment must be cousidered by the committing
magistrate, the Court of Common Pleas, and the
Board of Managers, and be sanctloned by eneh
successively, 'This formality, so necessary for
the prevention of abuses, having been complied
with, the chlld {5 éxamined by the superintens
dent, nnd its statements recorded for reference.
It is then placed in class No. 10.  Good behavior
will lead to a promotion each month to o higher
class, From No. 1 the promotion Is made to
Clogs of Honor, and from this the same cood con=
duet secures 0 release or apprenticeship., The
theory of the institution is that one year's coms-
mitment is sutticient to seeure o release, and in
prostice this is often ihe case.

The district from which the House Is supplied
is equlvalent to the jurlsdiction of the Eastern
Penitentiary, comprising the castern bhalf of the
State. Twe-thirds of its Inmates, however, wera
furnighed by this elty. Last year the total ex-
penses were £80,08% the :-% and the State
